A report to this effect was made to 
Sergeant Owen McNamee at the New- 
stead avenue station. He accepted the 
suicide theory and nothing more was 
done by the police until Acting Captan 
Mansfield arrived at the station. Mans- 
field with a specia] officer went to the - 
place where Eckhardt was found. 

Meanwhile Chief of Detectives Das- 
mond had become Interested and haa 
ordered that a complete report be sub- 
mitted to him. On his return from the 
scene of the shooting Acting Captam® 
Mansfield said that he was unable to dé. 
termine whether the young man had 
killed himself or whether he was iy 
victim of a robber. 


Fiance Thinks Murder. 


“There was no reason why Lueien 
should have killed himself,” said Miss 
Burns to a Post-Dispatch reporter 
fuesday morning, “and I doen't belleve 
he did. He left here last night in «a 
cheerful mood. He had made an ené 
gagement to take me and Mrs. Moloney 
out-today and we had been calletaiae 
about it.

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 7.-—The race 
of Milton Franklin Andrews, the mur- 
derer of Bessie Bouton, an actliess 
Colorado, and the man who with a wom- 
an companion, lured William) wdliis, 
wealthy young Australian to a lonely 
house in Berkeley and there robbed and 
tried to murder him, has been run. 

. In a rooming house last night he fired 
@ bullet into the brain of his consort 
and then ended h:s own life. 

/iIn the room occupied by the couple 
was found a 2000-word statement in 
which Andrews declares his innocence 
ef crime. The woman who was killed by 
Andrews. and who was supposed to have 
been his accomplice in most of his 
erimes since he disposed of the unfor- 
tunate Bessie Bouton has been known 
as Nulda Petrie. Her full name is Nul- 
da Petrie Oliva. 

The end of Andrews and the woman 
was a fitting one. 

Since the attack on Ellis at Berkeley 
several weeks ago the police have vig- 
vrously sought the murderous pair, but 
without success. : 

Shortly after dusk lIasr night, two of- 
ficers who suspected that the couple 
were in hiding in a McAllister street 
house, knocked at the door occupied by 
the pair. 

The woman opened the door and in- 
yited the officers to enter. 

They made a thorough search of the 
room, but did not find Andrews.

Officers Heard Shots. 

They left and were preparing to sta- 
tion themselves about the place when 
they heard two shots. 

*Rushing back into the house they tried 
the door of the room they had just 
lest. 

“They found it locked. 

One of the officers placed his revolv- 
er to the keyhole and shattered’ the 
jock with a bullet forcing open the 
door. | 

The sight that met their eyes was 
gruesome. Stretched upon the floor was 
the body of the woman who had ad- 
mitted them not five minut¢s before. 
Blood was streaming from a big hole 
in her forehead. Near her was the body 
of a man they instantly recognized ag 
Andrews. A bullet, evidently from the 
revolver clenched in his right hand, had 
caused his death. A search of the room 
gang many evidences that the pair 

d carefully planned the end as soon 
as they felt sure that escape was hope- 
‘less. 
~The statement left by Andrews is a 
dong, tambling affair. From the first 
ne to the last it contains slurs at the 
world at large and the courts of the 
United States. 

It also contains statements tending, 
if.true, to show that he was not guilty 
of the three murders charged against 
him, namely, the murder of Eugene 
Bosworth of New Britain, Conn., in 
1902; the killing of a woman of the 
d@mimonde in Troy, N. Y., in 1908, and 
Ressi¢ Bouton in Colorado. 

‘He admits that he nearly killed Wil- 
am Ellis in the Berkeley house, but 
Says he attacked him to save his own 
life, ag he had admitted to Bilis that 
2 wae a fugitive from justice, and 
fe the latter would turn informer. 
He and Ellis had also quarreled over 
Nulda Petriex. 

_ Offers Alfbit tn Bouton Case. 

Andrews claimed that he had offered 
to give himself up to the officers and 
stand’ trial on all the three charges of 
murder, but that he never received the 
proper assurance that he would be 
tfeated fairly. He establishes in the 
Statement a complete alibi in all three 
cases. He says that at the time the 
Bouton girl was killed he was a thou- 
sand miles from Colorado. 

He says he was accused of killing her 
simply because it was known that be- 
cause of her unfaithfulness he had 
quarreled with her many times. Each 
time, he said, he took her back, until 
shortly before she met her death, when 
after a particularly stormy row he left 
her in Colorado, and, taking up with 
the Petrie woman, went to Australia. 

“Nulda is not wearing the diamonds I 
bought for Bessie. Every one of these 


gems is in pawn in Colorado,’ he de- 

clares. The last tew pages of Andrews’ 

statement expose the means by which 

he made a living—crooked card games.

Persons who believe 
murdered, visiting the scene of his 
death, point out that a footpad could 
easly have heen concealed behind the 
fence and in the protection of the shed. 
‘As Eckhardt passed by the _ footpad 
could either haye stepped over the fence 
or reached out and grappled with him. 

Those who heard the shots say that 
two were fired in quick succession and 
the last two came haltingly. 

Eckhardt, if he was attacked by a foot- 
pad, it is argued, could have fired the 
first two shots before his assailant grap- 
pled with him. The third shot-could have 
been fired with the footpad'’s’ arms about 
him. The fourth shot, which was most 
probably the fatal one, could have been 
fired either by Eckhardt, whose hand 
had been twisted by the footpad, or by 
the footpad himself, who had obtained 
possession of the revolver. 


Lived With Grandmother. 


Miss Burns lived with Mr. and Mrs. 
Moloney, Whose residence was shared 
by Mr. and Mrs. George Convy, 
parents ot Mrs. Moloney and of Mrs. 
Burns, the young woman's mother. 


When Mrs. Burne entered the ‘Good 
Shepherd Convent in Peoria after her 
husband's death, 17 years ago, Mrs. 
Convy adopted the daughter, her own 
granddaughter, and raised her as a 
toster-child. Then, when Mra. Mo- 
joney married, Miss Burns and Mr. 
and Mrs. Convy went to live with her, 
Miss Burns being both the niece and 
the foster-sister of Mrs. Moloney. 

It is said by members of the family 
that Mrs. Burns had intended as a girl 
to become-a nun, but that she was 
persuaded not to renounce the world, 
the persuasion coming from Mr. 
Burns, whom she marriéd later. 

Upon his death her pees Be 4 for the 
religious life returned and she finally 
entered a convent, surrendering her 
daughter to the girl’s grandmother. 

It is also said that young Eckhardt 
was seriously thinking of embracing 
the Catholic faith, to which Miss 
Burns belonged. A scapula was found 
about his neck after his death, and 
oniy Monday night, it is said, he re- 
marked: ‘J don’t suppose it is too late 
now for me to become a Catholic.” 
Miss Burns is said to have urged him 
to join the Catholic church. 

Eckhardt was a salesman for the 
American Snuff Co. and made his 
neadquarters with the Hau: tman To- 
paceo Co., 609 North Third street.

“A mob of over a thousand is march- 
ing through the streets of Ismail, mas- 
sacreing.

House Return Shots. 





LETTER FROM FEUDIST 





Man Who Defied State Author- 
ities, Denies Charges; Says 
He Will Surrender. 


MIDDLESBORO, Ky., Nov. 7.—Anoth- 
er brush took place in the mountains 
east of here:last night between mem- 
bers of Capt. Albrecht’s company and 
a band of feudist Frank Ball’s men. 

The military were attacked and re- 
turned ‘the fire and a man named Pat- 
terson and his wife were wounded, the 
woman fatally. Both were shet through 
the body with Krag-Jorgensen rifles 

Patterson had a Stevens rifle and 
the woman a_ revolver. The firing 
came from Patterson’s house, and the 
soldiers charged it, but the Balls es- 
caped. 

Ball’s Brother Denies. 

In an interview given out today by 
Houston Ball, a brother of Frank Ball 
and Shelby Ball, the former states 
that Frank Ball has not been in the 
mountains for a matter of 10 days, 
und that the outlaw gang yesterday 
was led by Wiley Ball, a son of Shel- 
by Ball. he latter, Houston’ Ball 
says, is dying of consumption and can- 
not survive 10 days, This is not gen- 
erally credited. 

Wiley Ball, the alleged leader of the 
band that has so far + gy nef de- 
fied the State authorities, is only 16 
years old, yet he has killed “his man,” 
and is now under indictment for mur- 
der. The band of which Houston Ball 
says he is the head, is now said to be 
made up of a lot of moonshiners and 
escaped convicts from over the Ten- 
nessee line. 

Ball Says He Will Surrender. 

This morning the authorities received 
a letter mailed at Ewing, Va., and 
signed by Frank Ball, in which he dis- 
claimed any connection with any sort 
of band of desperadoes. The writer, 
who claims to be Ball, says that at the 
proper time he will surrender himself 
to the authorities.

In his talk with Mr. Ben Westhus, President 
Roosevelt emphasized his intention to do all in_his 
power to relieve the people of St. Louis and the 
West from the burden of the bridge monopoly. 
This is a pledge that the legal resources of the Gov- 
ernment will be exhausted in the action to’ be taken 
against the bridge combine and its owners, but the 
President cannot do more than comes within the 
scope of the Department of Justice, except approve 
a bill for a new bridge and by his favorable attitude 
help St. Louis to obtain a charter for a free bridge. 

But the President’s pledge should stimulate the 
people of St. Louis to help themselves. The move- 
ment for the abolition of the bridge arbitrary should 
receive fresh impetus at home from the President’s 
cheering words. The people of St. Louis should prove 
that they are not utterly helpless and dependent 
in the matter of protecting their trade from ham- 
pering conditions. 

The legal attack upon the monopoly should be sup- 
plemented with every possible measure of relief. 
No addition to the bridges or terminals of the city 
obtained under proper terms and conditions will be 
useless. The campaign which has been carried so 
far towards success should be pushed to the final 
triumph.

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THE MUSEUM AND THE SCHOOLS. 

Mr. Benjamin /Altheimer’s plan to make the St. 
Louis Public Miaeum serve the local school life by 
adopting “museum days” when school children can 
be admitted for instruction, is most excellent. 

But it is doubtful if even the small fee of one 
penny should be exacted as the price of admission. 
No public school pupil should be cut out for lack of 
a penny. 

The museum should be a part of the educational 
equipment of the State. The State University, the 
public schools and other institutions of like char- 
acter should be so connected with the museum that 
they can avail themselves of its advantages without 
expense to the pupils. 

Mr. Altheimer points out how important museums 
as educational factors are considered in Europe. The 
experience of the Old World proves their worth. 
The pupil sees the fact in the museum. In the 
schoolroom he reads of it in his book. To combine 
the two is the best method of scientific education. 

Let the universities and normal and high schools 
concentrate on museums and art galleries. No better 
way can be found to make the processes of educa- 
tion vital and interesting. The State and city can 
well afford to contribute to the maintenance of the 
art and scientific museums for the purpose of utiliz- 
ing them as part of the public educational system.

The French people are excited be-

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ITH quite a deal of credit to himself Mr. Francis Wilson appeared at 
W the Olympic last night in straight comédy without music, and in 

quaint character-work with a touch of pathos. The comedy was Mr. 
Clyde Fitch's ‘Cousin Billy,” which, at times degenerates into farce. The char- 
acter bit was Mr, Austin Strong’s ané Mr. Lloyd Osbourne’s “Littk Father of 
the Wilderness,’’ a minor gem in the field of candensed historic drama. 


There is something to be said in praise of the new Wilson effort in art, and 
something in criti¢ism. 


Very often in the course of the Clyde Fitch comedy it was the Francis Wwil- 
s0n-of cheaper days whom the Olympic audience pbeheld—no more, no less. 
Even the burlesque Wilson legs were there—this time clad in. Alpine breeks 
and bare for three inches above and below the ‘knees—and the laughter-forcing 
Wilson methods of the cruder days. But there were other times when Mr. Wil- 
g0n proved himself a genuine comedian, as, for instance, in the reading of the 
newspaper account of his own heroism on a certain ocecasion—a touch of au- 
thentic comedy in every essential. The earlier Wilson was oftener in evidence 
than the later, but this was chargeable as much to Mr. Clyde Fitch as to Mr. 
Francis Wilson. 

The next comedy Mr. Fitch writes for Mr. 
new, not the old, Francis. 

Taken as 4 whole, Mr. Wilson's work was a satisfying revelation. One 
cannot reasonably expect the leopard to change its spots or the Ethiopian his 
Skin in the twinkling of an eye. Mr. Wilson has cast off many of the Spots 
and much of the skin of the musical comedy funny man, and the texture of 
the fresher article appearing beneath is finer and more wholesome. It goes 
far toward explaining why Mr. WilsOn was not content to remain a mere 
musical comedian—he knew himself better than did his audiences. 

“Cousin Billy” tells us of the trials and tribulations of an American glue 

' manufacturer in ‘doing’ Europe with a widow whom he loves, but whose win- 
ning is contingent upon the marrying off of her daughter. 

Its basic idea is one of farce, not of comedy, but it is cleverly worked 
out and Mr. Wilson makes the most of it. He is especially well supported by 
Miss May Robson, Miss Edith Barker, Mr. William Lewers and Mr. George 
S. Spencer. | 


. The Little Father of the Wilderness’’ has in Mr. Wilson's part of Pere 
Marlotte a character founded on Pere Marquette. The heroic missionary- 
priest is summoned from Canada to Paris by the young Louis XV, and an- 
swers in person, thinking—yet modestly—that ‘‘the Lord’s anointed’’ may have 
heard something of his splendid work and wishes to reward it. He finds 
that Louis knows nothing worth while about him, and has only called him 
to Paris to decide a frivolous wager as to the height of Niagara. But for the 
timely arrival of Frontenac, Governor-General of Canada, he would aave left 
the French court as the jest and butt of Louis and his courtiers. Mr. Wi'son 
is excellent in this role and so are George S. Spencer as Frere Gregoire and 
Williain Lewers as Louis XV. 

In his curtain speech after the second act of “Cousin Billy’? Mr. Wilson 
rebuked Monday night’s late comers. The propriety of disc plining people who 
give you opportunity to lecture them by paying you the compliment of a cur:

HE following incident is told by 

me Henry Beach Needham in ‘Mr. 

Root and the State Department,”’ 
in,the November World’s Work: 

The secret of Mr. Root'’s success as 
@ creative statesman, aside from his 
unusual intellect, has been persistent 
and thorough work. He would reach 
the: Department of War _ about 10 
o'clock, go immediately to his private 
office and remain there until late in 
the day, often until 7 p. m. He would 
take no time for lunch, but would send 
out for a bite and keep hard at work. 
When thus engaged he was not the man 
to be diverted—as President Roosevelt 
himself has learned. A “request” of 
the President for a Cabinet officer to 
call at the White House is regarded in 
the nature of a command. Not so by 
Mr. Root. On one memorable occasion, 
when buried deep in some fascinating 
and absorbing matter of importance to 
the Government, a telephone message 
was received from Mr. Loeb, secretary 
to the President: 

“The President desires to see you at 
4 o’clock.”’

“The President will see you at 4:30.”

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efforts of the Rules Committee, which 
each year considers the numerous sug- 
gestions for bringing about more open 
play, and as often concludes its meet- 
ing without having accomplished any- 
thing worth while. 


Ruies Committee Negligent, 


Each year, when the results of the 
Rules Committee’s work is acctom- 
plished and cOmmented upon by the 
press, we read the same opening sen- 
tence: ‘‘No radical changes are noted 
among this year’s rules; with the ex- 
ception of a few minor alterations in 
the penalties, the rules remain. the 
same.’’ 

In answer to Post-Dispatch queries. 
reports from scme sections of the coun- 
try contain mention of only minor in- 
juries, and state that the «players have 
been particularly fortunate this year, 
due chiefly, it is claimed, to advanced 
methods of training and more skillful 
coaching. Still, there is the record of 
nine lives lost In less than six weeks, 
nine lives sacrificed in a game, charac- 
teristically a college game, a game 
sanctioned and furthered by our great- 
est educational :nstitutions of learning. 

It must be admitted that most of the 
fatalities have resulted in contests 
played by small schools, where, for the 
most part, the players are untrained. 
Seldom is a player killed in one of the 
“big games,’ though a complete record 
of bones broken, dislocated and 
wrenched would be impossible to obtain, 
so often do these accidents occur. 

Breaks, sprains and dislocations are 
taken as a matter of course by the av- 
erage football player on one of the big 
college elevens. Mention of these minor 
injuries is seldom spoken of except in 
the case of some star player whose ab- 
sence from the game will seriously 
weaken his team, This speaks volumés 
for American grit and sportsmanship—it 
also furnished a commentary for our 
idea of healthy sport. 


After Effects of Football. 


Defenders of the great college game 
often present statistics to show that 
deaths resulting from boxing, wrest- 
ling, swimming and other sports out- 
number those due to Rugby football. 
The fallibility of these arguments is 
easily shown when it is remembered 
the figures referring to boxing and 


the other sports represent the fatali- 
lies of an entire year, while the foot- 
ball “‘year”’ is only a period of less 
than three months. 

But it need not require the recital 
of actual deaths to prove that Rugby 
is dangerous and harmful. Think of 
the broken bones, dislocations and in- 
ternal injuries that permanently maim 
men, making them crip. les for life, 
and often times result in death so 
Jong after the injury that the real 
cause is not suspected. ‘ 

The training necessary for rugby is 
in itself injurious, according to vari- 
ous medical authorities. The physical 
system is keyed up to such a pitch that 
when the season ends and training is 
broken the body is so shocked that it 
never fully recovers a normal condition. 

Rugby hus received more attention 
from the university faculties this year 
than ever before, and it seems likely 
that soon the rules committee will be 
forced to thake some action tow 
modifying the game or seeing it barred 
altogether. 

Parental objection is keeping more stu- 
jents from the game each year, Even 
the students themselves are beginning 
to realize the dangers of the sport, as Is 
evidenced in the recent action at the 
St. John's Military School of Syracuse, 
N. Y., where rugby has been struck 
from the list of school sports, by joint 
igreement of student body and faculty. 
And it did not require the sacrifice of 4 
ife to lead them to such action. 

Other teams have been disbanded this 
year, but only after fatal injuries have 
nade it nécessary in the face of public 
opinion.

Much ado is being made in silly old 
New York about the O’Brien-Fitzsim- 
mons match for the alleged heavy- 
weight championship of the world.

The Fitzsimmons-O’Brien engage- 
ment is of interest in so far as it will 
demonstrate whethér the Kangaroo 
Can get into condition or not.

Fitzsimmons’ condition will be of 
interest. his last three fights have 
not been marked by the great abil- 
ty he formerly displayed. It will 
be remembered that when he fought 
Gardiner in San Francisco in 1903, just 
two years ago, he trained off and was 
not in good condition. Had Gardiner 
not been awed by his reputation ex- 
perts agree that the Irishman would 
have won. It is said, of course, that 
Fitzsimmons broke his right hand 
early in the fight, and, therefore, on’ 
Swung it to scare Gardiner. Me uc- 
ceeded in doing so. Indeed, better 
men than Gardiner have been bluffed 
by that almighty right.

Old Bob must need the money when 
he goes to fighting fellows like Phila- 
delphia Jack, men he could have 
settled with one punch in the days of 
his glory.

The storm of adverse criticism which 
greeted Arthur Duffy’s brazen admis- 
sion of his own debauchment and un- 
pardonable snitching on his _ fellow- 
athletes has prompted the. sprinter to 
withdraw the article from circulation 
and to deny that he ever wrote or 
signed it. 

While Duffy may not have written the 
confession of his own misdeeds or the 
recital of the mistakes of his fellows, 
it is quite certain that he furnished the 
matter from which it was written 
approved of the writing and, 
not sign it, was ready to do so, until 
public condemnation of his conduct in- 
duced him to pause. 

Bernarr McFadden, now a professor 
of physical culture, a promoter of a 
real estute scheme known as Physical 
Culture City, editor of a physical cul- 
ture magazine of more or less erotic 
leanings, was the man who induced 
Duffy to prostitute himself. McFadden 
secured Duffy’s consent to print his 
voluntary, made-for-money confession 
of athletic impurity in his physical cul- 
ture magazine. uffy, avaricious ag 
Judas, soid himself for a few pieces of 
silver. 

As Barney McFadden, Prof. Bernarr 
was well known in St. Louis 15 years 
ago. He went to the old Missouri Gym- 
nasium on St. Charles street as a con- 
sumptive. He looked the part. By a 
few year's’ hard work he built himself 
up into a splendid specimen of the 
lightweight athlete. Wrestling was his 
forte then. He engaged in several 
matohes with the wonderful wrestler, 
but fearful faker, Max Luttbeg, of 
whom it has been said that he had 
much rather wrestle a fake for $5 and 
lose than wrestle on the level for $500 
and win. 

In those days McFadden was a clever, 
honest sort of chap for a wrestler. He 
incurred the enmity of certain parties in 
this city ‘ecause he would not fake 
with Luttbeg and was practically driven 
out of it..

A plea for the removal of the barrier 
which a difference in language builds 
between Mexico and the United States, 
was made by Joaquin de Casasus, the 
new Ambassador of Mexico to the lUni- 
ted States, in a talk to a Post-Dispatch 
| reporter Tuesday at the Planters’ Hotel. 

‘In all the public schools of the Mex- 
ican Republic,”’ said the Ambassador, 
“English is taught side by side with 
Spanish, the State language of the Mex- 
ican Republic. 

In reciprocity Spanish 
taught in the public schools 
United States. 

“A difference of language forms a 
greater obstacle to international inter- 
course, social or commercial, than 
mountains and great rivers. The ina- 
bility of two men to understand each 
other as they look into each  other’s 
eyes in personal contact makes them 
distrustful, or at least unappreciative 
each of the other's merit. Pass the 
barrier formed by language and phy- 
sical obstacles vanish readily.’’ 

The Mexican Ambassador himself is a 
linguist, as is every member of his fam- 
He has control of English, French, 
German and Italian, besides Spanish. 
Traveling in his suite is Mademoiselle 
Marie Malavergne, a French governess, 
charged with the instruction of his sev- 
en children in the diplomatic tongue.

The Ambassador's family consists of 
Senora de Casasus and seven children, 
Hector, 18, who is to enter the law
